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PREFACE 


VaiiaET is cine of the most ancient and famous sites in India, Ii lias been identified with 
the modern village of Basadh and its neigh bootings in the district of Muzaffarpar in the State 
of Bihar. Due to its .is^jciation with Buddha, Miih£vlfti and Lichhha vis and also, latex on, 
with imperial Guptas Vaislll lias, from the very be-finning of Indian Archaeology, attracted 
the attention of archaeologists, Cunningham, Beglcr, Bloch, Spooner and Sri Krishna Deva 
conducted excavations at various sites at VhtiSll with very teward’mg results. However, the 
site, bein^ so extensive, needed still more extensive and intensive explorations and excavations. 
The State Government of Bihar, therefore, decided for the excavation nf this site through 
the K. P. Jayaswal Research Institute which v, is established Uy the Government for die 
promotion of researches in Indian History with particular reference to the History of Bihar, 
The K. P Jayasawal Research Institute h.ul 1 1 to carry out archai -l-'gical excavations 
and explorations till March, J962. As ,i result of the establishment of the State Directorate 
of Archaeology and Museums in Bihar, the Archaeological Section of the K. P. Jayaswal 
Research Institute was transferred tc. the Directorate in March, 19(32, The Val&ll 
excavations were carried on from 1958 to 1962, It started under the able leadership of 
Dr. A. S, Alldtar, who was the fftai^T-Director of the K. P. Jayswtl Research Institute. 
After lies unfortunate death Dr. l\. K. D.itfci, as the Director of the Institute, and 
Professor S H AsWari, who succeeded Dr. K, K, Datta in thit office a? Honorary Joint 
Director, also took keen interest in the work. The Field Officer-in-charge of the excavations 
was Dr, Siti Ram Roy, the then Research Fellow in the Archaeological Section of the K.P. 
Jayaswa.1 Research Institute and now Exploration and Excavation Officer in the Directorate

A GLANCE AT ANCIENT VAISaU 

The cult uni and historical importance of VaiiSll {25\ 58' 20" North Latitude and 85*11' 
30" East Longitude) cannot be exaggerated. It is situated in undent Videha; the spread of 
tlie Vedic culture is referred to in the story of Videha Mathivya narrated in the saiapatha 
BrUhtnan* 1 . According to the l'uranic tradition, xhe antiquity of the ancient dynasty ot YaisSli 
gi x'Ji lucii to ttie time of Father-Matt u; one of his descendants Sumati was ruling at VaisSlf 
when &1 Ramachandra visited the place eftroute to Mithito for his marriage. 1 Uder on this 
dynasty was replaced by a republic, which luecame a serious rival of Maga dha during the 6th 
and the 5th centuries H. C. The republic was subdued by king AjSta&tru of Magadha in tile 
1st quarter of the 5th century R. C., out it maintained its identity and it figures as a S&itaghii 
(j. (?. republic) in the ArthasoitTu of KatHilya.* The Mauryas must have incorporated it 
within their empire, but it probably reasserted its independence in c, 200 B, C. In c. 80 B. C, 
Vaisall like M igadJia was probably conquered by the Ku|3pa.s. In A. D. 200 evidence of a 

ruler is suggested bv two seals of Mah3dc\I Prabhudami found there by Spooner* in 
191344. The-sente do not give the name of the husband of the great queen Prabhudarrra, but 
states that du? was the daughter of Mah2k$atrapa Rudrasimha and sister of Mahitkjatrapa 
Rudros^na. The Lichchhavis, however, sewn got the upper hand and founded a flourishing 
kingdom in A.I). 250, which in the time of ChandragupU 1 contributed to the rise of the Gupta 
empire. In the Gupta period VaiSlI was the headquarters of a provincial administration and 
a large number ot sealinga-wem found in the excavations of R&jS Ftiflia E3 Qarh? which 
throw considerable light on the contemporary religious, social and economic conditions. The 
city’s fortunas declined in the 7th century and it? so called fort wns practically deserted at the 
time of the visit of Tfhivn Tsang* Some Buddhist and Hindu temples were built during the 
P3lu period outside the fort area, but the history of the city is shrouded in mystery'. 

VAlSXU ANF) THE SPOTS OF OPERATION 

Scholars have identified the ancient city of Vai&lT only with the modern village of Baslldh 
(in the district of Muzaff trpur, Rihat'), about eighteen miles to the north r,f Hajtpur. 7 But 
taking the archaeological remains of Bsdaflh and other neighbouring villages into consideration* 
,. 1,0 cm easily infer that the area of the ancient city of Vai&aii was not confined only to Rassdh; 
rather it covered a v.ist area comprising BaslEdU and its environs. We have, therefore, taken 
V.ai&ll in the latter sense of the term, and ur operation spread over a considerable area of this 
ancient city. Our digging were concentrated in the villa# s of L-n^dli, BanlyS, Chakttmdfe 
Lalnura KolhiiH and Virpur. In lfcisXdh *utr trenches wt re laid out on the RdjS Friaia Kd 
Gath (hereafter Gath area); the sites of Lichchhavi Buddha reliostBpa on the corporeal relics 
of Buddha himself (hereafter Buddha stfitpa), KhamunS tank and one more hahitational site fall

EARLIER EXCAVATIONS. 

Some excavation work was done at Vaisail first by Cunningham and then t>y Beglar in 
me vicinity cl the Aiokan MiUar whrm apparently a wall of monastery was discovered which 
Cunwnghajn thought to bo KliiSgSra-vihEra. No scientific report of these excavations® is 
availaJ,K Regular excavations were started at Vaffali in A.D, 1903-4 bv Bloch® on the JfSjS 
VisiVa ES Garh and were later tm continued by Spooner*® in years 1913-14. The Kami: area 
was excavated Main by Shti Krishna Dsva, Superintendent of the Archaeological Survey of 
India, in lftoO, 1 * 


OBJECTIVES OF THE FR ESENT EXCAVATIONS. 


\\r started our excavations in 1955 presumably with the object of throwing light on the 
pre-Maurynn history. The earliest Lichchhavi history is connected with the AlM&eka vn*karin1 

(coronation tank) th which none but a Liclichhavi raja could bathe. The republic was also 

to have built a sttlm over the relics of the Buddha; this ns pa like the tin pa* built by 
the Mai las, the Moriyas, the S3kyas etc., had not yet becti discovered. It was decided to 
concentrate our excavations on these two objectives in the beginning of 1958. 

Til-- tentative n> mihcntuni of the Abhixcka pu^kaTirii was not easy to make; for there 
are nwn thaii twenty Links in the vicinity of VaiSSll and the name of none of them can U 
shown to be identified with or derived from Abhiuka pu&karin I. According to the Aithakdthn, 
commentary' on the IdhaddasBla jEtaka (no 465) 11 , as none hut a Lichchhavi rajS could 
bathe in the tank, it was heavily guarded both from in aid- and outside to prevent an unauthori¬ 
sed person from using its water. The statement in the commentary that the tank was covered 
by an iron net to prevent even bird:- from defiling its sacred witter may be exaggerated, unless 
we assume that the tank was only a big well. But it appeared probable that the Abhiseka- 
pvikaml should have bsett a tank surrounded by a protective wall. Prima facie, it should 1*e 
also the neatest tank in the vicinity. 

KkiraunH Pokhar, about a mile to the north-west of Raja VUala Ka Qari), and its bank 
about 193 high from mean sea-lew! (Fig. 1), seemed to satisfy all the alwvc retjuirements. It 
is the neatest and one of the biggest tanks in the vicinity of VaUUti, being 1440' long mid 600'

broad. 11 It is a regular rectangle in size and is still regarded as the most important and sacred 
in the locality. At the Lime of the excavations, there were no remains of wall by the side 
of the tank, but its north-eastern comer was full of bncks and brick-bats iii April 1950, when the 
late Ur. A. S, Altekar had visited Vat&ll to preside; over its annual m&hiflsava. 1 * Bloch has 
also described the banks of this tank as full of brick-bits.' 4 Reliable information was received 
after local enquiry that the remnants of a wall were recently discovered in the north-east corner 
of dw tank when earth was being dug for a rood un its embankment. It, therefore, appeared 
fairly probable that the traces of a wall surrounding the tank all round might Irc met with, il 
proper excavations were carried out, and it could then be decided whether it wits the famous 
A bhif)«ka-puskaritfl* 

Philological! y it was not easy to postulate that Klmraima pokkar was derived from 
The expected change in name should have been Otikh-pokhra or mAA* 
pokhra. It is, however, possible to suggest tliat Abhiyeka pu^karini, being mist important 
tank and that pu§k&rirjii through ukkharinl eventually became Khartum 1 or ivliaraun^, the 
present name of the tank. 

All tiring considered, it was felt that the excavations around KharaunS Pokhar might 
lead to important remits, and it was decided to make it the venue of one of our excavation 
sites. 

Our next objective was to discover the stupa built by the Lichchhnvis over the relics of 
the Buddha. There w.is no local tradition existing about its spot and we relied only upon the 
clue supplied by the Chinese pilgrim I linen Tsang. His account about Ihv location of the 
it#pa ol Ivnpska at Peshawar was proved to be correct and therefore, his statement about the 
location of the' Lichchhavi stQpa at VaisStt, it was felt, might not be wrong. Buddhism was still 
a living religion at the time of the visit of Ihu Chinese pilgrim and the monks of the place, wi 
whom Yuan Chwang must have depended for his account, must have inherited a correct know¬ 
ledge from a long tradition at least about the reltc-fl/Bpm which must have been the highest 
object of reverence ever since its erection and renovations. 

The relevant extract from the account of the pilgrim is as follows :— 

"The royal precincts (iJSjfl Yisdla Ka Garlj) lire about t or 3 ii round. !>J There are a 
few people living in it”. "North-west of the royal city (precincts), 5 or 6 li, is a langhsranta 
with a few disciples. They study the teaching of the Little Vehicle, according lo the Sammatlya 
School’ 1 * "By the side of it is a ttUpa. It, was here the TatiiSgaU delivered the Vimaitklrti 
iB/ra and the son of u householder RatnSUara, am 1 others offered parasols (to Buddha)” "To 
the east of this is a *Utp*. It was here that SilriputCi and others obtained perfect exemption". 
To the south-east of this last spot is a $(3pa) this w-ts built by a. king of Vms<5h. After the 
mr-twa of the Buddha, a former king 1 ’ „f this o mu try obtained a j virtu m of tin rdics uf his 
body, and to honour them as highly as possible, raised (this building)”.

"The records of India state : In this stupa was at first a quantity of relics equal to lx»h 
(ten pecks). Asoka iSjS opening it, took away nine-tenths of the whole, leaving only one-tenth

The earlier excavations of Bloch 11 and Spooner 1 * wore silent upon ovu problems. The 
operatim» of Dcva and Mislira 11 , no doubt, threw saijk light on them, hut since Unit repoiis 
saw the light not before 1 % 1, we did not 4s rive any Uaidir from them.

Ku$lii.i coins, spear -and arrow-heads and other iron imple¬ 
ment* were the worth-while antiquities from the area of the barracks. 

Oui diggings within the fort exposed a network of structures belonging to throe different 
periods, viz,, Sufiga* and Gupta.

;i single structure of hiicks measuring l*Tx lOfx J ir , Besides, in the pre-Sunga level mis 
found v single otiv-brick w-ill. Tin bricks measured IT to \' T broad and 3* thick, the length 
being; unknown. The Kusan.i period had extensive brick buildiiigB, associated with the sprinkler 
and deep lx*w | types of pottery. The Gupta period stiuciure, though made of broken bricks, 
had rovuns of varyitig dimtasions. The hui Jdin jj jr epresented by the Gupta [xiriot 1 structures 
had possibly root of ttles, 

A remarkable discovery' at the site was of a few pieces of the Painted Grey Ware both 
from the N. B, P, Ware level and from the mud-rampart. Mention may be made of gold 
objects fouiuJ m .i HTiiail pot, near which waa a nmher pot containing silver amulets and one 
hundred and twenty-uis beads of ^mi-precious stones. A fragmentary gold necklace was also 
found in the mmi-hliing. All these were met with in the Ktislqa level. Other antiquities 
included stone weights* and beads of terracotta and semi-precious stones and terracotta seals, 
sealings and tokens found from different levels of the site. 

Both the earthen mounds, locally known as Bhtmsen-EJbPallJ, were proved to be mud 
stUfinn, One of the mounds yielded a few copper utensils along with a blxck-and-red wart 
dish and a red ware bowL One of Lhe cojjper [jots contained corporeal relics, presumably of a 
Buddhist saint. No sherd:- of the Northern Black Polished Wan- were met with, but the 
[j >m-ry associated with it • was found Ixith in the core of the ttu pus ,imi below them. The 
xtU/mv belonged to the pre-Christian eras. 

In the habitation;! L area of ChakrSrndas, two ncctipalioiml periods were revealed just 
below a badly disturbed de peril. Of the two the first represented the deposit lielow the level 
associated with the Northern Black P$»hed\Vare. It yielded sherds of dish, bowl, basin, 
lipped howl and boughs in centre of blaek-and-red and red wares. The second period of the 
site, represented by the Northern Black Polished Ware, also unearthed grey and red wares 
along with a few bone-pins. 

Excavation at BanriS revealed three 1 occupational periods, of which the earliest repre¬ 
sented the culture .iswK.hitr.-d with the Northern Black Polished ware. In the middle one were 
found deep bowls and sprinklers of red ware and terracotta human figurines, a few of which 
wore the typical Kcsflni tor ban ( PI. NI.V Nos. 4 & s 1, The upper level of the Period 
exposed a quadrilateral shrine, each side in between 13' anti 14' long mid y b" wide, having 
a projected opening m the smith. The associated antiquities, suggested that the shrim lx?longed 
to the Guptn age I .mined lately to the north-cast of the shrine were tin ruins of a small plat¬ 
form-like brick structure ausasuiing 6'x 6* RP, and it appeared that bulb structures formed 
the part- • rf a biggin complex. The structures were sealed probably by a ik Kid-deposit. From 
tlv- overlying bin mis, however, were unearthed a few sherds of the Muslim glassed ware 
pointing to a eon tent jiorary occupation in the ncighlxiurlmod. 

Another trench in the same area revealed a. single perk*l occupation down to the sub¬ 
soil water-level.

copper, iron objects, cast and punch-marked coins, 

In the same area one of the tenches near the Clm turmukha-M'.thHdova temple, an ear¬ 
then heap, resembling a mud siUpa, was exposed to a depth of 5 feet, the radius at the base 
bein.' ^7 feet The deposit l*tow the stUpa contained the N- B, P. Ware and Its associated 
red and grey wares, terracotta figurines, stone beads, weights ear-lobes etc, In another trench in 
the area were found a few sherds of the black-and-red ware in association with the sherds of 
the N, B P. Ware and a pot of grey ware with signs of painting in black, apparently washed 

by water. j^r 

Excavations at the highest point in the locality of LalpurS yielded the Northern Black 
Polished Ware and associated terracotta figurines right from the top to the water-level—a 
depth of about 10 feet, indicating that the site was deserted long before the Christian era. 

Excavation at Vtasttr revealed three cultural periods in a deposit of about 7 feet The 
first period was characterised by red. black and grey warn of medium fabric, (hr latter repre¬ 
sented bv dishes and bowls, Other associated finds included terracotta mga figurine, beads, 
variously of tenapotta Emelian and steatite, and a solitary tanged arrow-hcadot bone. In the 
second period the Northern Black Polished Ware, along with its associated red and grey wares, 
made its appearance. Associated with these were other objects like typical terracotta human 
and animal figurines, beads, moulds. eardobea and fragments of iron daggers. From the upper¬ 
most period were unearthed sprinklers along with other forms in red ware and bowls including 
the lipped variety and other vases in grey ware. Other noteworthy finds comprised terracotta 
human and animal figurines, brads, toy cart-wheels and glass bangles. 

The operation on the mound, locally known as MarpasaunH, revrateed that the site bdo- 
nued to the late ukase of the second period, in terms of virpur sequence, as indicated b> die 
<ocurron.ee, though in lesser frequency, of the N.B.P. Wan:. Amongst the finds of die niay 
be mentioned beads of turacotti, stone weights and car-ornaments. 

CHRONOLOGY AND CULTURAL DIVISIONS 
Since our excavations were confined to a vast art*, the deposits of different cultures were 
not encountered in every site due to the reasons diseased in our treatise on c ngs an _ 
grapby. But the depots of all sites, taken together, have been studred here m ^ ht ^' ^ 

sequence, being broadly divide*! into tm different periods on the bases of datable autopntK* 
discovered from each of the cultural horizons of our excavations. 

The dating of the Northern Black Polished Ware** was token into consideratini^ in 
deciding the upper-most limit of Period1 ami the lowest and the “pperwtg lun^gmo rf 
Period Li. The discovery of the punch-marked corns also helped os. to.a gnat “tent, in 
IrtSL at this conclusion Besides the palaeographical evicUmce, revealed by tl.e mscnpliTO 
ormhe seals and sealings discovert d from' tile MaSryan level, and the terracotta hRunn^

rampart material at the other — both on the Garh area, suggests that the Ware was rede posi¬ 
ted from the lower level in course of the making of the plinth of the Garh higher and of tins 
erection of the mud-rampart. It further suggests that the regular deposit, associated with the 
Painted Grey Ware, would have fallen in Period 1, bad it, at all, been reached. 


The deposits beginning with the disappearance of the Northern Black Polished Ware 
and till the occurrence of the antiquities be longing to the KusSija age have been put into the 
third cultural division, i. Period 111. The ^]s and sealings belonging to the Suhga period 
supply the palaeognphical evidence of the lowest limit of the Period; this evidence is further 
supported by the occurrence of the cojtoer cist coins and confirmed by the appearance of the 
iiiiT'a terracotta figurines the time of which lias been established on the basis -I the dates of 
ihdr counterparts discovered from other early historical sites of northern India. The discovery 
of the KuSSna coins along with a scaling bearing the script of the fir&t or early second century 
A D from the upper level of the Period helped us to postulate tin date - >f the top level of 
Period HI. The presence of the sherds of the grey wire dish and sprinklers on both red and 
grey wares throughout suggests all deposits to be grouped into one cultural Period. Taking all 
these facts together one may assign Period 111 to c. 200 R. C. t" jV I> 200. 

The dating of Period IV is almost dependent on the jrtlaeo graphical evidence Numerous 
terracotta seals, sealings and tokens bearing legends in the Gupta Br3hml script were unearthed 
from the deposits assigned to this Period Unfortunately we did not come across any of the 
Gupta coins in our excavations at any of the sites of VaiiSlI. Terracotta figurines, discirvered 
from the strata of this Period, were quite akin in characteristics to those unearthed from 
the Gupta levels of other north Indian sites. The occurrence of the terracotta seals, sealmps 
etc. ami figurines, attributable to die Gupta times, started not from the bottom of the Period 
IV but-from a little higher point ami continued up to its umier-most extent, the lowest limit 
of the Period may be assigned to A D. 20*1 and its topmost datum to A. D G0U. 


The beginning of the last or Period V was marked by the disapt>esiranee of the antiquities 
Ijelonging to the Gupta juried. The topmost layer at a ft-w sites was associated with the <ibjeefs 
ascribiible to pre-Mughal times and can also be assigned to this Period. Of the finds yielded 
by the dept rails of Period V, the pre Mughal glazed ware and a glass fragmentary piece with a 
fragmentary inscription in the PS]a script can, with definiteness, be attributed to a part of the 
chronological horizon of the Period Anyway this Period is dated to A, D. post-000. 

[n indicating the Period No against any of the antiquities io live present work the broad 
divisions of cultural deposit? have been followed, arid not those in terms of the sequence of a 
particular situ. 
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STRATIGRAPHY AND CUTTINGS 
[A) CUTTINGS NEAR THE K KARA UN A TANK AREA 


The main object /if excavations hi i:he area was to discover the surrounding wall of die 
Khaniitna Loifc • isd tiaers of any buildiiv.j outs id/ it which mi^lit have been cofintclcd with 
Lht utili The available infonnation showed that ili«- wall was not on the plutoui .if the 
embankment, but op the dope nf lh«* tanks. VW, therefor/-, excavat'd a number of trenches 
on the slope ..fits banks for this m viz., VSK 111 A, II IB, 111C. HID. IllK. mK» p IllE , ( 
IMp>. and 1,1IK* on the northern bank. 1VE 1 , IVB, IVBTT 1 .IVBTT 1 onthi twutiwn batik arid 
IV F at the south-eastern corner 1 . In order to find out whether there was any building connected 
with the lank-wall, we laid out a number of ttencheson its omltarinnent, viz,, VSK 11 IF at 
the north-western comer, VSK IIB. 13* and Con the northern embankment. VSK iVG 
was ilug at the southern extremity ■ >f the south embankment in order to get an idea of the 
stratigraphy at ft place away from the lank-filling. With the same object wg dug two trenches, 
VSK UA and A 1 , in the vicinity of the Museum building away from tlie northern embank¬ 
ment (Fig. 3). 


SfmftprapAa : in trenches VSK UB and TV we got relatively more satisfecfeafy results. 
Tins trench HU (21' x 15') was laid out I If) feet to the east of the modem Siva temple on tin; 
northern bank, as a KidlSra copper coin was suted to have bean found at the place. The 
cutting VSK 1 SB revealed .in index of the stratigraphy of tin tank u'ea.

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brick-bats, and its thickness varied from 3' to 9*. It was scattered over by ring-well pieces and 
Imck-bats, but there was hardly anything to indicate the presence of ,i regular wall or structure 
above it. Arming the objects found on this floor, wc may mention a bone pin, non nails, 
terracotta bangles, copper antimony rods, camelbn beads, copper bangles, a terracotta wheel 
etc. Obviously it was an occupation-level. 

The must surprising feature of this concrete floor was the presence of 24 holes at very 
irregular intervals, varying in diameters from 3* tu 5" and in depth from 4" to 14' (Pi. IV), 
They couid not liave post-holts, localise they were too irregular and L>u dose U> serve 

such a purpose, Tiicy could not Imve been for inserting the pins of the lower grinding stones, 
because they were too big for such a purpose. Could they be holes to keep the quivers in their 
upright tiosiiioii ? in order to understand the significance of these holes, we laid out the trench 
1 IB*, 24' x 12' in dimension, to the south of 1113 at right angle to it, leaving a balk of 3', 
Here, after the removal of the filling varying in thickness from 4' 5 to 4' 8', we came to layer 
2, similar to that in JIB, and below that there was a concrete floor stretching over the whole 
area, made of brick pieces and brick-bats rammed together. Here, however, there was no net* 
work of irregular holes; tlure was only one hole, 4" in diameter. 

The layer 3 was below tills concrete and could bo traced in lioth the trenches. We found 
in this layer terracotta dugs with impressed circlets, a female terracotta head with Sufiga 
affinities and two cast copper coins at a depth of 7', suggesting that this layer in the pro-tank 
pmtxl would belong to C, 130 B. C.. Other objects found in this layer were glass and camelinn 
beads and grey ware sherds with stamped designs and a broken iron dagger. 

Below layer j there was a second concrete floor extending over the whole area. It was 
made of rammed brick-bats, and its thickness varied from 7* to 12". Below this there was 
layer 4 of hard earth alrout in thickness wliich yielded only a few beads of terracotta 
and semi-precious stones. Below this layer, excavation in 11B 1 revealed a third concrete floor, 
about 14* in thickness, and made simply of bricks and brick-bats rammed together. Below the 
third concrete floor was layer 5, made of loos*- brickish earth, full of sherds, charcoal and 
sherds nf the N. B. P. Ware; its thickness was about 2' 6'. Then came the layer (i which 
wits the lowest occupation layer, about 6* in thickness, yielding only coarse red ware in a very 
fragmentary form, Below this layer came what apparently was natural soil; we could, however, 
dig only to a depth of 16*, as the subsoil water made its appearance, The available evidence 
of this trench seemed to show that layer fi would Ixdong to pre-N. B- P. period* going back 
to C. 600 B. C,. Layer 5 was the lowest layer associated with the Nortnem Black Pol is I. d 
Ware. As there was standing crop on the surrounding land, wo could not extend our trcrdiLS 
further in order to clarify the significance of the three concrete floors lying one above the other 
or get a clearer picture of the pre-H. B. P. and N. B. P. Ware culture. Nor could we connect 
the trenches with the boundary wall, because it bad been completely robbed in their front. 

It is most probable that the three concrete fl^rs represent three different occupation 
levels. Could they be platforms to sit in the evenings to get fresh air ? No certain purpose 
could be suggested at present. 

Id the filling layer of these two trenches we found N. B P. Ware, black and coarse red 
wares. Between the first and the second floors we met with fine grey ware often stamped with 
beautiful designs along with the sherds of the coarse red ware. The N B. P. Ware was 
absent here.

The surrounding uxdl and other complex t Our anticipation that the KliaraunS tank 
should have Ijeen once surrounded by a wall closely going at I round it was confirmed by our 
excavations- We could not find, however, any entrance to the tank through the The wall 
had lieen heavily robbed by the contractors, farmers and villagers for several centuries and so 
we could get only Us sections, On the western side the robbt ry was thoroughly com pie tv and 
we could get only the debris left behind by brick robbers in our sera pings taken there. On the 
eastern side it became clear that most of the portion of the wall was under the present water- 
level of February, and we faihid to detect any trace of it in the trenches VA and Vl> Laid out 
on the eastern bank; but later we could trace the pining of this wall with the northern and 
southern walls in trenches UfE 4 and J VF 

We got fairly good remains of the wail in several courses in trenches If IB, 111C, HID 
in the eastern part of the northern hank ( Fig. 3; I'J. I ). Here we could expose the wall up to 
a length of 96', with gaps, however, between pegs IV and V, and VI and VII in trench BIB- 
The width of the wall in this section, as in almost all other places, varied from 3'4" to i'R 1 '- 
In If IB, C and D„ the wall was preserved from I to 15 courses (Id, l). in the process of 
the construction of this wall, whose total length, when complete, must have tieen a Unit 
4712'; mud and JfcanArnr were used for mortar, and the bricks of the upper layer wet 
arranged as to cover the joints of the lower ones The lowest of this wall had an offset 
ranging from $* to 4*; it was fully preserved in 111B and C, but only partly in HID, and it 
was absent m trench IVl 7 *. In spite of this minor variation, we could safely conclude that the 
entire wall had bsen built at one time. As the wall had been heavily robbd off, there was 
hardly any evidence available to indicate what its original height might have been. But 
since its breadth was about 3'4 ,r 1 we may presume that its height might have liecii about ten 
feet as indicated bv the absence of pillars. 

The wall in trenches II1B, 1IIC and HID has been already described. In II ! i : . there was 
a debris of the fallen wall near the middle of the trench, about 14'5" in length, It is interest¬ 
ing to note that this debris had slidtxl forward towards the tank owing to the action of the rain¬ 
water Bowing down the slope of the bank As there was little hope of getting section of the 
regular wall further east, we merely scraped the surface to trace the debrismar the foundation 
for a distance of 12'^, dividing the length into four sect ions, 111 E 1 . I HE * , 11 IE* and tl 11’. 1 . Our 
mam object was to discover the place where the northern wall met the eastern one. In 11 IF, 4 
we could trace the foundation of the wall over a length of 16* with gap in the middle in HIE*, 
the northern edge of the wall could be traced throughout the length, but only with two to throe 
Courses; in IUE* only a fragment of the wall, about 5' 2’ long, was preserved, HIE 1 and HIE 4 
were excavated as regular trenches, as we exa cted to find the junction of the northern and the 
eastern walls at about this place. 

Here the northern wall could be traced up to a length of O'5", but with a break, in the 
middle, of 2'9", Wo could get the traces of the eastern wall meeting the northern one nearly 
at right angle 7 , we could trace the eastern wall up to a length uf 8' j", its course? varying 
from 2 to 4.

.of the eastern wall- The extant portion of the '.en.ll was under the tank water-sheet and 
we liad dug 10* to the cast *jI llie wall. 

Tht- excavation on the aerthern bank In the: trench ill. 42'x21' in dimension and lying 
to the west of its centre, revealed only the debris of the wall but over the entire length 
of the trench. The wall .is indicated by the debris of this trendi was nearly in a straight line 
with the wall appearing in the trenches MB, H1C .and IUD; U was evidently a part of the 
northern wall. To the west oj ife trench III A, we could only detect occasional remnants 
of the wall debris: the wall had been almost wholly robbed oft. 

On the western bank also the robbing of the wall was complete, and no regular courses 
of the wall were left behind. We laid out a trial trench, vi*„ VSK VIA, 1 x 45' , covering 
almost the entire dope, 160' to the south of the north-western comer. Another trench, VSK 
VIB, 15' x2r, war laid out about 30' to the north of the south-west corner of the tank. In 
the Wt trench, there was a debris of discarded brick-bats left behind by brick robbers 
between pegs l usd IV, about 9'x 12' in dimension. The wall was obviously to the west of 
this debris No traces of any kick debris wen tound between pegs IV and XIV, showing that 
the robbing was complete there. 

In the comer trench on this bank we came across a debris of brick-bats and brick*pie«a 
betwi-rn peg* I V, about o' x A* in dimension.

Trenches VSK fVA, C and D ( Fig. 5 ) which wen. laid on lilt southern embankment 
did nut n veal ativ structure at all. This bank is steeper and higher, and so the filling layers 
in IVA. 1VC and IVD were about 97" t 12 J and Id' in thickness respectively.

Between pegs 0 and IV, we discovered two ringwellS: waited by layer 2, which were 
exposed in liS courses. They roust 1m ve been for the use of the houses near the present 
tank before it was excavated. 

In trench I VC, 30' x 15' in dimension, the filling went down to a depth of 12'; the Layer 
below it varied in thickness from 2' 8 4 to %' 10* and yielded a copper cast coin and a punch- 
marked coin at a depth of 13' 10* and a fragment of a Chujmr polished statist one at a depth 
of 14'.

In trench IVD, the idling went down tu the depth -if 13', and at a depth of Y 4 r the 
excavation yielded a Chunar polished fragmentary stone, fragments of the R B P. Ware, 
terracotta weights, rams, horses and bull-heads, nupti figures, catndutn beads, a broad stone 
l angle piece etc,. 

Below the filling we came across a concrete door covering the entire area of the 
trench. The search for a building connected with the surrounding wall of the rank (which, was 
the main motive for excavating the trenches lVC, IVD and IVA) did not succeed.

TRENCHES ON THE OUTSKIRTS OF THE EMBANKMENTS 

Trenches VSK IIA and 11 A 1 were dug to the south of the Museum hull ding, firstly to 
get an idea of the stratigraphy away from the tank embankment and secondly to verify the 
local tradition of an earlier road, underneath the present one, from thf village ChakrJmdKs 
to the Museum, Wt did not find any trace of an earlier road, nor could we get ,i satisfactory 
idea of the layers as the area of the trendies was Ml of pit-material like broken pot-, pet- 
sherds eta. . In the in-rich VSK 11 A, 3U r x 15, the first layer was of the earth of the tank 
and was only b" is, thickness* Six more layers could ho distinguished, hut they Consisted 
of pi tush material, except layer 7, which was reddish and compact. Below this layer, at 
a depth of a' tf from the top of the trench there was a concrete floor running from the north¬ 
east to south-west in the form of a parallelogram right across the trench between pegs 11 and 
VI. It was cut to a breadth of SCP in a band running from north to south alxsut two feet from 
the norther n side of the trench. 

Tliis trench had tour ringwclls- Two of them appeared at a depth of 6* lit-tween 
pegs V and VII sealed by the first layer. They were six inches apart. The one to the west 
went down to thirteen courses and the other to the east to seven courses Only. In the nor¬ 
thern section also, there were iwo rmgwdls; the eastern one had sixteen eourv-s and the 
western ■■:.■ thirteen. They were sealed by layer 1. Tile rtnga of ihe last lingwdl were 
narrower than those irf the remaining three. 

As the significance of the concrete platform at the Ixittom of rhi- trench could not he 
understood by the date anpplted by it, and as it went under the southern wall between pegs 
VII and IX, U was decidetl to lay another trench !1A\ ‘IV x 15', to the south of the 
trench 11 A. 

The layers of this trench were similar tn those of UA. The tank deposit in this trench 
was, however, about IB 1 * thick, .is the trench was nearer to the embankment than thi trench 11 A, 
The concrete floor appeared, as expected, at a depth of 5\ It covered an area of 17'x 12', 
and there could be distinguished two layers in it. Between pegs IX and XI we dug down to 
the water-level. These trenches disclosed no traces of any building; antiquities found in them 
were unimportant ones like terracotta wheels and beads, glass beads, co|ipcr bangles vtc.

,H} CUTTINGS IN HTE BUDDHA STUPA AREA 

It has already been explained earlier how we came to a tentative conclusion thatt the 
ztUpn of tin- LichchUavi^, which was built over the COrpbreil rHies of the Buddha, might 
i>jssibly Im; unde r a small mound ( Iwt. ‘ifter Bmlrlhii xffjnt ami ) to tin: east of the Museum 
building. This mound was Only 2*\lV in height and 50* in diameter ( I t. VI ) and hardly 
appeared to be a very promising site. It was also considerably disturbed. Local tradition 
s,rys that in the middle of the )<Jth century, a Hindu recluse was staying in a small hut above 
the mound built under a big pOka/fa trtx. that had grown there The bricks of the earlier 
structures had Wu used by luni for the floor of his hut. We heard that a lightning stroke 
burnt tin; hut, killed the recluse and felled tin tree giving rise to a pit that was later gradually 
filled up by the natural process- Wo further heard lint the mound had been also dug at 
another place in search of a Siva lings by a boy who had a dream about its < mtence in this 
mound. Wbcthei this.' reports wore correct we cannot say, hut the mound did show two 
pite. Pit B. %' V m depth, and Pit A, 2' T in depth.

The trench VSK iA was laid on the northern imlf of th mound; it was originally 
jfi' x 15', but later on its length was extended by 1 - ’ on the ivost and 39 ■'■n the vusf* VSK 
IB was laid on tin: southern half of the mound; it was originally ^9'*J hut later on its 
length w\V'i extended b v 9' on the west and 39* on the cast, T rench \ SK (i ) was- laid to the 
north of VSK tA.

Stratigraphy : In order to ascertain the earliest layers, we excavated down to the

It was confin'd to a very small area nit both the west and the east 
slope of the HtHjia. The deposit contained the sherds of the N. B. P- Ware in gQOd tjuantity. 
Top "1 this layer was the walking level at the time of ihe second enlaigemeni, or rather re¬ 
novation, of the stVixt, which may, therefore, be placed in the 1st half of the 3rd century 
B. C. 

Layer 4, consisting of compact earth, varied in thickness from Y to 10*. The 
larger portion of it could be traced on the east and slightly smaller one on the west. It 
was rich in N. B. P. Ware sherds and yielded one uninscribcd cast copper coin. It may be 
assigeed to C 350 B. C. to 250 B. C, Top of this layer was the occupation level at the

Layer 5, consisting of pcnnpact but sandy earth with plenty of white kttnknni and witli 
varying thickness from 3* to 10", covered the entire area of the mound. From thb layer were 
unearth# d the sherds of the N B, P t| red and grey wares and one uniftscrihed coin This layer 
may be assigned to the early N, B. P, Ware culture, as we came across only a few sherds of 
the N. B. P. Ware rn layer 6. The top of this layer was the walking level ai the ttfrifr of the 
construction of the original stUpa, which may be placed between C. 550 and 450 13. C. 

Between layers *1 and 5. ihcrt was a filling done to supply the plinth for the original 
StUpa, consisting of dark earth with plenty of pot-sherds and kaitkars. it could bo traced on 
both the east and west. The average ilucEtuess of the filling was 7 *5\ The concrete floor L 
associated with the i.iriginaL'fBjJU, to be pr4&'«Uy descriljcd, was n-sting on this filling and 
was sealed by layer 4. This concrete was made of beaten ga m/uf (whitish specks’). 

Layer 6, consisting of yellowish compact clay with patches uf dark clay and mixed with 
a few kaiifcor.'i, varied in thickness from Ffi" to S'l". It was traced all over du: excavated 
area. The sherds of the N. B. i\ Wat** were found in this layer. The other putter? included 
rialt: oxl ware, occasionally besmirched with mica. Some sherds showed the impression of the 
basket-pattern. Tlx- fabric was from fine to coarse* Since the hrst breach in the original »tUin 
came down almost to the bottom of tins layer, the period of this layer including the breach 
would be C, 550 B. C, to GOO B- C. 

Layer 7, consisting of loose alluvial soil with few kankurx, varied in thickness from 5* io 
y, It was traced below tltf mud Aifiint and away on its both eastern and western sides. The 
sherds of the N. 13* I\ Ware wire totally absent from this layer, and its other pottery was 
similar to that of layer f>. The period of this layer may hi: C. 700 to 800 B. C.

As tin: operations went 
deeper, the dimension^ the trench was reduced to 7' x ¥. This trench was excavated to a 
total depth of M'2'. 

In tiffs trench, excavations revealed a breach in the original ntgprt, 2'4" at the top and 
—’ .it the bottom, proceeding in the north-western direction from the top towards the centre 
to a length of T, This was a breach and a pit, because it con tain td no refuge matter and 
Was later filled by ordinary earth, rich in the [jot-sherds of the N, B. P- Ware, The starting 
point of the breach appeared at a depth of 5', but here the sffljwt had already suffered from 
dilapidation. It was in this breach that the relic-casket was discovered lying by itself and not 
enchased, in any stoned* nr, as was in the case of the PipruUwu sffl/Ki nor in any brick 'well', as 
was the case with some of the Andhra viUpn* like the one it Gaiiuiila. The casket had crack¬ 
ed as a result of the pressure of the earth lying directly above it 
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The relic-seckers who wr-re responsible for this breach took away about, three fourths of 
the rdics and allow* i iboiit unc fomtii to remain f.»i Lh- d wndtip, .dong with tin cask* i. The 
casket was full only up to its one fourth capacity. 

The broach ext tided beyond the irndspot of the rdic-casket to a distance of 2'S", Why 
this; should have been done was not easy to guess. Probably more caskets of the relics were 
expected to be found; Piprshwa SlUpn contained four of them. C k due rtlic-caskti was origin* 
ally somewhere near the end «>l the present breach but was placed higher up the breach at the 
time it was redepoeited. The top of the casket was found 2 ' below the'lowest layer of the 
*lQpa. and near Us centre. It is worth noting tlL.it IT* below the layer of the sIUjm i there was 
a thin layer of fennfmr spreading only over the pit am l art tint extending to its east or west.

The fffBpc, as preserved at the end of mir excavations at the site, gave a fair idea about 
it. Its height, as preserved, was only about half of tlu- original one, mainly due to dilapidation 
and the pit dug ai its top. The layers of altefflntjng earth ami kanknr could be seen in the 
section of the trench dug near Us centre (PL VII), On the western sick the extant part of the 
drum of the id pa could T visualised satisfactorily. 

In the case of the original stUpa no foundation dug, probably because it was a mud 
structure. Only a plinth, P in height, was raided above t:h“ ground, made of dark earth with 
a lot of kankunt .in i pot-sherds in it, including those of ihe N. B. P. Ware, Outside the $tVp* 
and over the plinth was u concrete floor (Floor No. 1), 4" in thickness, extending all round the 
nlBpi. On the southern side in the trench VSK ID rt extended right over the entire trench and 
extending further beyond. On the western side it could be partly traced in good condition and 
partly considerably disturb' fl On the northern side, in the trench VSK 1C, the concrete floor 
extended tri to ih north of the latest Sffahtp’du.

Hoots (Xos. ll t ill and IV) The door associated with the original jOB/ai ha*. bren described 
already as floor I. Floor II was waled by the plinth of the atffpo and it extended beyond the 
eastern end of the trench. Its thickness was not uniform: it was about VT. It was made cf 
rammed brick-bats, pot-sherds and kaukara, and was, there!ore, much harder than floor 1, 
which, was made of only few tors, At some places, especially to the east of the estem uyufrupo/u 
ami I O' away from it, its upper iurfate showed a number of animal Imws, mostly Of goats, 
embedded in it. Flow HI, J" below floor 11, was similar in nature to it, but thicker. It could 
be seen in tlic robber’s pit and also in the control pit, Fluor IV, having some compositional 
characteristics as those of fltxir III, was met with about 10' below floor 111. Floor HI was 
sealed by layer 5. As we did not excavate further, it is nut possible to state whether floors 
II, Hi and IV extended over the whole court-yard. 

Why concrete floor II was mixed with animal bones at places is not easy to explain, 
A guess, however, mav l>, liazard-d.

made at the pre-Buddhist chaityae. Tin- twins of thus*: animals lying in the vicinity might 
have been mixed along with the kemkan in the compasitimi of tconcrete Hi>or connected 
with them This may perhaps explain the presence of the bones in the concrete, which belong- 
ed to the pre-Buddhist age. 

The precise purpose of the successive door levels II to IV' is not possible to ascertain. If, 
however, our gm.s? above that the siu of the relic sfopt* originally had a pie-Buddhist chmluu 
on it is correct, it is possihk- to Suggest that tlit-> successive flour levels were some sorts of 
court-yards to accumm-id&tc the congregation of tin chmiya worshippers in llv- pre* Buddhist 
period They may have served a dmibir purpose in tin Buddhist pc-nod,

of pottery, it had a varying thickness of 2* to l'3". Layer 6 had a composition oi light blackish 
compact clay having some jur licit* of sand; it vaffed m thickness from 2" to ICf. Layer 7 was 
composed of loose day mixed with sandy material, brick-bats and ['Ot-shcrds >4 llw N. 11 1\ 
Ware, having an average thickness of S'* Below layer 7 we came across \ concrete floor below 
which the level of sub-soil water was encountered. Two pits, viz, Pit l and 11, were traced riirt- 
ctly front the surface up to a depth of 4'6" and 3'3* respectively, These pits contained ashy 

material along with pot-sherds and bfjck-luts more akin in nature to thi ir counter-parts of 
modem times- Since they were traced only in the section ot the cult iry ( their ;iiUsd liiffit-nriun 
could not be ascertained- The seventh layer may he placed in between btnj B.C. anil 2W B C- 
(bmad division of Period II) on the basis of the occurrence of the Northern Black Pol is In il 
Ware from it. Tile discovery of the pot-sherds associated with the N B P; Ware may attri¬ 
bute layers 0 and 5 to Period III Tlte next deposits rtf strata 4 ;md 5 yielded pottery arid 
other antiquities along with the structural complex Llonging to a i eriod ranging from A D 
200 to A. 1) 6U0, and thus were placed in Period IV. Tin cultural <-']ui|iifH4lt« off the 2nd 
and 1st layers may be assigned to a period belonging to |Kf5t A D. 600 Teiracrtta figurines 
unearthed from lowest level of the second (aver had somewhat similar < haradcri sties to Lhose 
found from the late phase of the Guptau level of the site. The finds from the first layer were 
mote akin to the modern cultural equipments. 

Structural compl' S i Tin; cutting, however, exposed four brick structures and three 
concretc floors. All the structures were built of broken and used bricks, jossibly taken out of 
the earlier buildings. The earliest phase of the cutting, i. Period 11, exposed only a floor 
(No- HI) just below layer 7 at a depth of alxuit 67" from the topmost point of the surface It 
had an average thickness of 4". bioor No, II, preserved in varying thickness from 2* to lO', 
was met with in between layers 5 and 6, thus falling in Period 111. Floor No. Ill, 2" to 
thick, was encountered tn between layers 2 and 3. being placed in Period V Of thi four 
brick simctup & three, Nos 2, 3 and 4. were exposed in Period IV respectively at a depth of 
2T$', 27' and 5'S*, The structure N .. 2 was a wall, yij m wide uiul was piv - rml 'm ten 
courses of bricks; it was traced up to length of 3' 5". We could not ascertain the nature of 
the structure owing to its fragmentary character* The structure furs. - and 4 wen fallen walls, 
each being exposed to a length rtf I PI O'. The structure No. 1, exposed at a depth of 7" to 
the extent of eleven courses, was so robbed that it could not give an idea even of its width; it 
fell In Period V. One brick wall, also built of broken and used bricks, was traced m twenty- 
one courses only in the western section. Since the complete wall was covered in the action 
itself, nothing except the thickness of the brick { 1. e, about T ) could be ascertained. 

No structures could W. completely exposed, because tt was imjjfissiUlt? Lo extend the 
trench, even to a little distance, towards east or west. The trench was just by the side of a 
food read, the diversion of which was nut possible "wing to the water-logging area on its cither

side:. The curliest riructuml remain? could be associated with the third phasr of tin: rampsrt 
of the Gwh. Though the problem of tracing the structural remains which could be identified 
as those of a uatc or the house of the ^ate-hcepcr remained unsolved. the existence of at loatft 
two floors suggests that there were some buildings on the site in Periods U and iU which can 
be ascribed ha the same periods as those of the first two ramparts of the Garb. 

(b) Oarff-arm ; Stratigraphy: Ot» ofthe cutting? (VSG XV11) m the centre of the 
(7gr$ revealed a regular stratigraphic sequence which served as an index of die whole area 
(Fig. 9), 'The topmost cultural deposit, ije., layer 1, wa* represented by humus, light 
yellowish in hue and having varying thickness from $ f to 7". Its thickness near the south- 
eastern defences was found up to 10'' (VSG II, Fig. 10}. Layer 2 was, to some extent, 
similar in nature to that of its succeeding deposit, but the material of its comriosUion^viis 
mixed with brick-bats and potoshertL; its thickness varied from i5" to 22". in VSG It 
this layer wan, at places, Seen as thin as 7'. Layer 3 represented a deposit of yellowish 
compact earth mixed with pot-sherds. The layer, varied in thickness from 7 rt to 19", was 
also present in VSG 11 where its maximum thickness was 22*, Tin; underlying deposit 
(layer -1) was composed of blackish compact clay with maximum thickness of 26" and 
minimum one of 8". A local patch uf loose clay wat ssen intruding into this layer from the 
north in VSG II; the tkptril contained hrick-lrau also. Layer 5 had the same composition 
of earth as that of the deposit of layer 4, hut -l did not show any evidence of brick-bats; its 
thickness varied from 6* t<« 23". Laver 5 A represented a debris of brick-bats and pot-sherds 
put inti i a pit made possibly by Lrick-nAlbert; the maximum thickness of 5A was measured 24“. 
The composition <f the deposit represented by layer 6 W 3 a consisted of slightly compact earth 
of yellowish ap’-earance, almost akm in nature to that of which the mud-rampart (defence*wall 
of the second phase) was composed; its thicknes varied from 16* to 28. Layer 7 was 
represented hv a deposit of loose earth uf greyish colour, and the lowest stratum, i. o. 8, was 
composed «f loose clay. The former was. 17* to 26* duck while the Latter was 26" to 20** 
Lavers, 7 and 8 yielded a large number of pot-dunk of the N B. P. Ware, and may, 
therefore, L assigned to Period II. Jo this period from the Gnr^i arci were unearthed 
terracotta figurines, ptmch-marktvl and cast coins,, ,i few terracotta seals and 
sealings, bon< pins and arifoW’bcstds* brads of semi-precious stone, copper antimony rods 
etc. Layers 3 arid 6 unearthed sprinl-.hr type of pottery from the rip per level, and cast coins, 
terracotta seals and sealings with legends in the Snftga Iklihmi character and other associated 
finds from the lower one; they can, therefore, lx ascribed to Period I V. This period yielded 
a few K ns ana coins from its upper level near the souths astern defences. Many terracotta 
a.ils, soilings and tokens having legend in Qir Gupta Ihdlhml script wen: found from the 
succeeding deposits, i. layers 4 and 3; so thi.-se layers may lx: cLtcrl to_A. D. 200—600 
(Period IV). Numerous tenarolti fjg urines, stylistically Ik’ longing to the t «upUi Period, a 
large number *\f red ware pots and iiuada of stone and terracotta also cot hU ruled the finds of 
the Ported. Tlu- next overlying deists may b- placed in Period V (A. P. pre-bOO). The 
finds from the Period included Muslim glased ware, i few terracotta, objects and red ware 
pottery. 

Tht; Defames : Our hiqttisUivcnriss to know the nature of the defence led us to lay out 
a trench (VSG II), 135' x 2| # in dimension, at one of the highest points in the south-eastern 
corner of the Garh. It proved to be a key-trench for solving the problems of the defences.

The remnants of ihrec walls formed the 
complex of 2E; they were ton fragmentary to reject any idea save and except that they may 
have formed a part of the barrack-complex. 

The complete structural complex was studied carefully, but we did not rind any evidence 
*>f windows and doors. The former may haw lost ihiir esbtonce as a result <M the destruc¬ 
tion of the upper portions of the buildings, and the latter were found missing owing to i tie 
brick-robbery at the site during the period concerned. However, the 2D complex showed the 
evidence of the existence of a concrete floor associated with the military l ia macks (Fig, 11), 
Further, our excavations revelled that the open-stiace of 3fl ft T between the defence® and the 
barracks was used as i road.

In the cutting or VSG 111, three fragmentary wills, via., 1A, IB and 1C of structure 1 
complex, built of broken bricks, and one represented by a single-brick wall with bricks 
m vasii ring 18*X UTX2|\ made tluyr appearance at different levels. IA, iB and 1C were 
noticed respectively at 3'3* 4'T Und 2'3" of depth, bat they wore too flimsy to rdlect their 
nature. Structure 2, detected at a depth f>'5|" and was exposed in as many as fifteen courses 
of bricks showed that it was the remnant of a wall, 13* wide, of a subsumed budding. The 
antiquities found in association with these >itroclures suggest that l A, 11 S .mil 1C may be 
placed in the latest phase of Period IV, whereas structure 2 may be assigned to the early 
phase uf Period 111.

tiubstmthdstructures : Trenches VSG TV, V, XI, XIA, XU, XJH. XIV. XV11, XIX, 
XX, XXA and XXB, excavated in the centre <>F the (farfy, being relates 1 among themselves 
not only in stratigraphy but also in structural complex. They regaled a network of structures, 
being divided into three different nictur.il nhases (PI. XIII), Hardly any structure was 
eiicountered even in the hilcst [iliast* of Pencil JI; structures of early Uvo phases belonged 
respectively to Suftga and Kudina periods, failing respectively in the early and late phases of 
Period 111; the last phase of structures can lie ascribed to the Gupta age, thus being assigna¬ 
ble to the middle of Period I V Besides these substantial structures. the area exjiosul a 
number of fragile structures bole aging to Periods LV and V. 

The substsuuivc structures were fairly extensive; oiu of the walB (wall no. 1C) in the 
Gupta level was seen going over u length of 57', running from south to north, kit on south it 
had been ro|iW off Tliere were large number uf rooms of varying dimensions attached to 
this wall, but Itaro was nothing to indicate ihe nature of this fairly lug building. The building 
was probably cavern! with tilvs as evidenced by broken tiles found in their debris associated 
with the destruction level of the wall. 

Thi. 1 structure of till- next lower habitation level was characterised by substantive and 
bricks, measuring 15" x l&xT in dimension. The wails, during the period, rarely showed 
any reused or broken bricks in their construction. Buildings of this level were alsu ortsuMvc 
in dimension. For instance, one wall (ore 2); running from south to north, was, traced to a 
length ul 77', .utd it was found still continuing in the imrih The purports pf three build' 
Could not hr: rowded by the limited scale >f our excavations In one case w- found .» drain 
a lory with the building running over .» distance of 4P, 

The lowest structural level was represented by double one-brick wall, found one above 
the other in stratigraphic sequence (I'i. XU1). Both were built of anbstanml bricks, the 
dimension of one of the bricks being IT x 10^x3'’. 
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Structures erf ail Periods, including the fragile ones, have been discussed here in a 
chi' -nological sequence based on the stratigraphy of the area, (Fig. 12), 

Wall 1 was represented by a fragile siructure of broken bncks, being noticed at a depth 
of V in VSG V and found preserved only in three courses. Since its foundations did not 
penetrate lower than the lowest limit of layer 2 which marked the topmost dt:'marcation of 
Period jv m this, area, wall l may lx placed in the early phase of Period V Wall l A 
was Ah o a fragile structure of broken bncks, Fri" wide, being exposed in four courses and 
lying cast-west over a length of 22'lOT in VSG XI A. It wholly lay in Saver 2, its last course 
txiing noticed at a depth erf 17* and thus lying in the early phase of Period V. The third 
fragile structure encountered in this area was wall 1 B, being located in VSG V and exposed in 
as n,aby as nineteen courses The width -if the wall could not be ascertained as it partly 
lay under the baulk; it did not show any indication of its rat bare. It was sealed by layer 3 
and fell in Period IV. The most extensive structure, represented by the broken brick -struc¬ 
tural complex, was wall lC. The wall, running north-south, was traced in tranches VSG 
IV, XI, XjI and XIV, covering a length -if about 57'; the structure was found preserved in 
maximum eleven courses of bricks, its lost course being located at a depth erf .VO}". The 
partial traces of a number of rooms of varying dimensions, attached to this big wall, 
were detected. It lias already been said above that this structure did not reflect any of the 
characteristics of its constructional purposes. Since bulb of its foundation and destruction 
took place during the formation-time of layer 3, Us age can be assigned to the middle of 
Period 1V 4 

A few other small structures, encountered in Period IV, were structures nos. ID, IK, 
IF, tG, 111 and il; all were built -rf broken bricks. Structure 1D was a wall, 1’10 wide, 
Iving east-west in between pegs VI and VIII in iratch VSG XIX; the length t the wall, as 
preserved, was 21'Of*. Structure IF was u smalt wall, preserved in four courses of broken 
j, ricks, lying in between pegs VI and X in trench VSG XVII. It was VT wide, being traced 
to a length of 9\ Structure IF was the remnant of a 1 --shaped wall of PIT* width, preserved 
in maximum of live courses erf bricks, lying in between pegs IV and V in the eastern sector of 
trench VSG XIX. Th- east-western wing of th< structure measured 4 'T while the north- 
suvithem one was 4' only. Structure** 1G and III, lying east-west being almost para I Id to 
each other, were single-brick walls of broken bricks, being preserved in only one course, The 
former was traced to a length of U'fl" and th> latter 7'5 T ; die maximum width of tlie walls 
measured ff. Structure II was represented by very small wall of broken bricks, touching 
northern section and lying in between pegs IX and X in trench VSG XVI11. The '-vail, being 
found in I'll* width and 6T* length, was found preserved in maximum of nroC courses of 
bricks.

The third structure, encountered in the Ku^Sna level, was wall no, 2B, being preserved 
in seventeen courses; it was 1'8 J 1 wide and was traced to a length ■ *f about 2V, lying east- 
west in trench VSG V near the non hern section in between pegs O and \ II.

Layers 4 A and 4B, not appearing all round 
the sections, were composed of compact clay; die latter yielded pot-sherds including those of 
the N. B. l\ and bbek-and-r-:I wares They had a varied iliidcm-ss from V to 1'. Layer 3. 
represented the lowermost deposit, having a maximum thickness of 1/0* and tlv composition 
of loose earth, mixed with sandy particles ami gravels.

INTRODUCTORY 

The study of the ceramic industry of VaiiSil, as rti-fc.itttU.-y our excavations, is im¬ 
portant; it bvtped^ to a extent, in ascertain)ng the dating of die cultural Periods of the 

site. The entire (jottery falls into five distinct groups, each being representatm) of a parti¬ 
cular Period. From Period t was discovered the hlack-aticbred ware without any association 
with llie Northern Black Polished Ware, liesides, grey and fragile paWed wares were also 
unearthed from this Period. Tin- Painted Qfey Ware, though found along wHh the N. B- P. 
Ware, hinted at its. aswocLiticm with the pre- N 14 V. Ware culture liecause of its occurrence 
fmm the Onrh area alone, where it was, must probably, ruck-posited from the - surlier level. 
Period II was represent**! by the Northern Black Polished^ Ware; other warts of die Period 
included black-anri-red, black, grey, buff and red wares. From the lower level of Period lil 
were unearthed such types of black, grey anti red ware.- as were found tit association with the 
Northern Black Polished Ware in Period II; sprinklers, deep bowls and straight-sided 
dishes of grey ware were met with in the upper level of this Period, Period IV was ciiaracter- 
ised by only ted ware industry while Period V was represented by red and pre-Mughal 
glazed wares" Needless to say that the pottery from alt Periods were wheel-turned; hand-made 
specimens were very scarce. 

The Blttck-trndjigd Ware ; Some of the specimens of this ware of Period 1 were of 
coarse varieties while others were of fine mws; the former were more frequent than the latter. 
The firing of the Course ware seemed to have hecti done under low temperature and that of 
the fine one was under high temperature; generally Lite top and the interior of the ware turned 
black while its exterior red owing to its firing under inverted position. Only two types of the 
ware met with, viz,, basin and dishes The pottery showed the evidence of a slip over it (Fig, 1, 
Nos. 1—4). Our examples of the Wack-and-red ware are quite similar in nature to those found 
at Kau&mbl 1 . Further as in Sonpur excavations*, in VaisSd excavations* also the bkek-and- 
red starts earlier but continues with the N. B. P. Ware. The results of tlv Ujjain excavations 
also confirm the occurrence -if the black-ami-red ware to lx> earlier than that of the Northern 
Black Polislwd Ware * The earliest date of the black-at id-red ware at Yaisfcll may go back to 
C, 1000 B. C. The red ware, found from the level of Period l, was pale and fragile having 
coarse to medium fabric; only two sherds were found to be worth-illustrating, and both of 
them were vases (Fig. 1, Nos. 5 and 6) Thr: sherd# of the grey ware of the Period were too 
fragmentary to give any shnjw\ and tor, fragile to be preserved or illustrated. 

The Painted Grey Want : Tin? most remarkable ceramic industry of Period tl was that 
of the Painted Grey Ware. No doubt, our excavations yielded only a few sherds of the ware, 
but the discovery of even these stray pieces as far east as Vaistll is very important one. The 
excavations unearthed this ware sufficiently from earlier levels in association with the

Northern Black Polished War*. We tried to reach regular V , noted Grey War- strata, (f any, 
Ek:!ow the N B. I'. Wart level. But Llv snlteoil water-level was encountered, and it could not 
be possible to dig further down. 

The ware had medium fabric, and it was of ashy grey colour, which was the result of 
its being fired under reducing conditions in the loin. The bating of the pottery ^mod to 
haw been satisfactory. Unfortunately, our specimen* were too fragmentary to determine 
their all shapes. Of them two represented rimless cariipat.il hSndis and one seemed to have 
betrn a fragment of a vase. All these specimens ware wheel‘tamed. The designs of the mint- 
mg executed on the pottery were in black and wnefiims m blackish washv colour. Th ■ pnfiit 
was, undoubtedly, applied to [rots before they were fired in the kiln. Since our examples are 
very few in number, they supply .mly leafy and linear designs tauewed lioth on tin extrajot 
and interior. 


From tli'i above observation wt- infer that by the ti me the art of the making of the 
Painted Grey Ware reached the region *4 Vaifcth, its position was almost shaking. Further, 
it may lie suggested that flu: people using the Northern Black Polished Wan; might Jiave 
accidentally c*.«mt across a few sherds of the Painted Grey Ware and have tried the designs 
on their own mat.trials. As they were ignorant of the art whose tutU long prcdecea- 

Srd, the N. B. P, Ware vising penile could nor hdp producing the result in their own way on 
the material ideally available Or since we could not dig Intth-r down due to the apm -.t ranee 
of the subsoil water, it may Ur concluded that thi Painted Grey Ware level, which may hnv. 
bcen below the subsoil water level, could not be reached, and naturally it it not wise to draw 
any imaginary inference from the present result. However, the Painted Grey Ware from 
Vaiilll gives us a picture of the brilliantly developed ceramic art of the region even before 
the appearance- of the Northern Black Polished Ware. 

The Painted Grey Ware, probably, formed the deluxe pottery of its time, and was used 
by the nek people of the society as suggested by Us brill i am technique and very few specimens. 
Only seven sherds of thv ware were found in .imodation with the Northern Black Polished 
Ware from the fxaja Yisilu ha darff* Of these si:veii B ttmte were tliacuvcred from thu ccntmI 
trenches .d the httrff and the remaining four from the mud rampart, where they must have 
been redeporitud from earl it levels (See lag. 21). 

Curiously enough the sherds of the Painted Grey Ware from ValUll an- good 
mens. Xbrtr fuhne is coarser than that of the typical Painted Grey Ware from H.iatinJEnura 
AhichchatrS etc., though the painted leaf-design ( Fig 21, N-. f. mil PI.

levigated clay ..mi ftnxl to a vtrj high temperature undo' reducing condition, possibly in a 
^4JIR'-r, as suggested by its uniform tiring. The brilliantly burnished slip of the quality of glaze, 
found on the ware, vrzs ■ -f different colours, viz., golden, silvery, jet-black and metallic steel- 
blae, occasionally varied with reddish brown patches, The shapes of tltc ware, as presented by 
our excavations, were only dishes anil bowls (See Figs. 1, 3, 4,5). 

Tin- Btiu:k Witre i Most of the examples of the black ware, discovered from out 
excavations, wen? quite similar in fabric and shapes to those of the Northern Black Polished 
Ware; the former lacked the burnish'd nature of the slip. Besides the usual shapes of dishes 
and bowls, the wart presented the drinking cups and tumblers also (Figs. 24 and 23), The 
black ware was seen to have continued in Period IU also but in much less frequency 
(Fig. 32), 

The Buff Ware i The buff ware, occurred only in the levels of Period H, was very 
negligible in number; like the Northern Black Polished Ware it was also of fine fabric and 
its sliapvs included dishes and bowls, 

Thr Grey BW .* The grey war^- industry, traced from the time of the Wack-and-red 
v;ire Culture of the site, continued to the late level of Period HI. Of fine to coank fabric, 
its usual types were dishes, bowb„ lipped bowls, vessels and carinated hfctdh. Tfu- sped mens 
showed the clear marks of wash but rarely those of any slip (Figs, 2G & 27). 

The Red Ware : The red ware of the Kite, as suggested by the frequency of the ware 
was the most frequent ceramic industry in all cultural Periods. The specimens were available 
in coarse to fint fabric; their shapes were basins, vases, vessels, dishes, bowls and Upped 
howls. 

3/iutfiu* Glazed Ware t Our excavations yielded only six sherds of the Muslim glazed 
tore (Fig. 48; PI. XXVI11), and they were all picked up from the Qarh area itself. Tire 
unavailability of the ware from the excavations at other sites in the locality is supported by 
the reason that the Muslim antiquities arc found at VatiSlI on the surface itself, The 
discovery of the Muslim glazed ware at the Garh area was not surprising as it was the only 
site where the* antiquities of the different periods were, at places, found mixed up owing to 
its disturbed nature. We did not come across, in our operation, with any of the plain sherds 
of the period. 

All the specimens were of sandy friable fabric having designs, both floral and geometri¬ 
cal, done in blue, green and chocolate-brown colours o n the while glazed surface. The surface 
was, sometimes, of huffish white and watery colours also. They all were composed of hard 
particles having wry little slicking capacity. The designs were, at timra, underelazed 
Normal types were dishes ur pi a res and bowls. After the designs were pointed on the bisque 
ihr vases were coated with the film of glaws. Hue of the glazed sherds showed sikWv 
lustre also (Pi. XXVIII, No, 1), Sim* the glased sherds were not available in a 
considerable manlier, it seems that this deluxe ware was purely ornamental and was not far 
regular domestic uses. Similar types of the Muslim glazed ware sherds were reported from 
FbstinSpura excavations, and they were compared to the Timurid pottery of Afghanis tan* 
Stratigraphy places the Muslim glazed ware from IlastinSpura during the pre-Mughal times 10 * 
The VaiiSll examples may also be ascribed to the same pwiod, as they were found along with 
the Pain antiquities and we did not come across any object, belonging to the Mughal age 
along with them. ^ '

SEALS, SEALINGS, TOKENS ETC. 

Our excavations at Yaiiatl during the period, under review, unearthed ninety-eight seals, 
sealings, tokens etc, out of which. * * i;jbty*sis were diecovered from the G&rh urea itself, (hie 
should not take this result to be surprising, us Lius very site alone had yielded as-many us seven 
hundred and twenty 'Specimens of these objects m 1903-1 1 and again an encouraging number in 
1013-14*. This clearly u to the busy character of this particular spot in the locality con¬ 
tinuously for centuries together; the pine-. U*iug probably the centre of trade .ind o nnnerce. 
These objects were mostly made of terracotta, very few of bone and rarely t?f any other mate- 
mi like COjtper, stun- etc. Out c.j the whole lot t unely-thrc<- were -I tnrracotta, two were of 
animal bone or horn, and Stow, copper and glass shared our each, On the basis of both the 
stratigraphy and jva.laccigr.iphy, a few of the seals, sealings and tokens may be ascribed to the 
Maury a, Snhga and RusEna periods ; the largest number oi diese finds belonged to the Gupta 
period. The tUln period luuJ the very few nf lives*' antiquities, and it was very scarce to find 
any Muslim vicimjjJe; if fortunately any Muslim ^ccimrm was [ound, a was, most probably, 
picked tip either nv-ro the humus ->r from ihe surface itsdf. Seventy of the collections w* re 
discovered from the Gupta strata, sixteen from the SuAga, nine from the Maurya, and Kufaijn 
Paia, and Muslim level* each yielded a single piece, 11 All this shows that the use of scab dur¬ 
ing the Gupta jverhd was much in vogue both lor the individual and official purposes. 

Hitherto ''.aU, balings and tokens wire studied under iLc heading *StaLs‘ or 
llw?y have been classified into three r*rw»|«, via., seals, sealings' and tokens. 
A seal is that which is *:ump<d with ■ device and attached .« a mean? of authentication nr 
attestation. Unlike tin;.scad, S sealing has ihe ptfiitivn imjmsion of any device or legend, ami 
the hack of the-valing is usually jiOSsesscd u\ the string-mark which witnesses thnt it was 
normally attached to some letter or other literary document. The absence tti the afring-matk 
on the sealings would most probably indicate the objects to be tokens rather than sealings. 
The totecn was not attached. i<» any letter or .bcutneiH; ii was probably presented to g. me 
person av a symbol of remi iiibrinc* or given l<< some musseuger with a view to authentica¬ 
ting him to be the actual person scut L>y the owiv r of the seal the impression of which the 
t oken bo re. 

The very look of the scalings suggest? that at the time they were attached to letters or 
literary documents, they held together the string tied, most probably, round tb,- wooden 
boards which served either as letter-pad or as envelopes; in the latter case letters were written 
on the birch-barks or palm-leaves. 

Now the question arises whether the si ring-mark on a sealing was done while its clay 
was moist or it was done after the scaling was already baked under line ( 'ur specimens w * r* 
both sun-baked and fire-heated. In the former cast the method of sealing n letter was jmssihJy

invariably on ihe kick of all the sealings of Vat AS! t. The centre of the sealing bail, on its 
groove, a few thin linrjs winch seemed, to have been made by the blunt-edge of a knife-like 
instrument with x view to pressing down the string more deeply and having its tighter 
adherence to the day. Flic sealings also liorc the finger-marks of the persons who handled 
them while moist Ail this goes to prove that the sealings, white moist, were attached to 
letters; and they dried during transit. The fife-baked sealings seemed.as if they were under* * 
find* It seems that they were, probably, heated 3 little before their despatch with letters. In 
this cise the sealings, ji»l before their completely drying up, were impressed with the strings. 
But it appears here that in.- adherence of the strings to lire scalings was, probably, not as 
right as it w»S indie cane of the moist sealings, because firing inadi: hard Ur string-marks 
which, naturally, rendered tin: strings loose when tied again. One may infer that where there 
were possibilities oi considerable corresiioivkiict of letters, sealin g? wpre hakrd mid in 

advance in order to maintain the Immediate thapatch of letters. In such 1 condition the loose 
adherence of the strings to the sealings w;us, possihly, not taken touch into consideration. 

All the terracotta seals and tokens seemed to have bfceij bak'd under fire The unbaked 
specimens were wanting. 

PALEOGRAPHY: 

As many as nine letters represented the Maury m petipd script car our four specimens of 

the antiquities, in question, combined together [ Tl. XXIX, Nos. 1 — 3). They were 

S, khn, ta, d/w, far, J/d, fa, no and sn, All these letters were typical of those of the Aiokan 
BiShml script. The letter ^.represented by two examples, was formed by a vertical straight 
line with double arm attached to Its left in the middle ( PI. XXIX, Nos, 1,"2, 5 ). Of the two 
left arms, the upper w;i& cir^vt and the leaver siraigltt Oiu- horiaomat dash was attached to 
its right at the tap. This type of H is not common; it is traceable in the Minor Rock Edicts 
ot Aioka at Erragudi and *iimar*. In the common types of uof the j>eriocl found elsewhere 
the horizontal dash is seen in :'nc middle of the vertical line. Of the two samples of the letter 
kha, one was like a simple hook having a triangular shape of circle at its tower end (PI XXIX, 
No 3 }; and the. other was without any triangle or circle or dot ;u the loot ( FI. XXIX,

The symbol of the standard with banner 
may W- compared with the similar design occurring on th< KuxSnu coins. Others may have 
been private symbols of individuals and probably have nothing to do with any religious or 
official significance. The symbols on the seals, sealings etc. of the Maury a, Sufiga and 
Kuwait; 1 were generally individual emblems winch revealed either the Brail manic character of 
the people of the period concerned or they were official representatives.

COINS 

Our exjfcavations yielded on-, hundred and itfty-aewm corns out of which 
good specimens, and the rest were so defaced itajpnaitaiy t»c«*fc*it they did fel deKSW 
,uiy worth. Of the tjwd examples the brgftSL number was of copper-cast coms, they " V£ , 
many m sixty-eight of which shrty-two were of rectangular variety and only six were of circular 
one- The second position in nutate was occupied by tht punctwnarbed coins, numbering 

fifteen, which included three silver, one alloy, .. divaricated copper and 

specimens. Both tliu silver anti the copper punch-marked coins wert of fectaugular shape, 
whik the siWerecomd one was a round piece; The i.«*t lower nu ml <cr was of copper kuySpa 
coins; they were nine m number and circular in shape Of the hujSoa <*>»*. WMi *- 
attributed to Wima Kadphkwi, three to Kaqfoka, three to Huviski. and only one probably to 
VSsndeva or to a later Iv.islu, king. Besides these, there were tlwee miscellaneous amm 
which two belonged to the mediaeval times and one to the English East India U>un>iny ot 
the former fee wa* a silver piece of Altuddin Khalji. and the other was W on^snttfiahte 
copper one. Of all these ninety-live coins, only si sty-three have been illustrated in the present 
work, the remaining being simply described in brief. Tin- is because of a few duplicates and 
multitude of defaced specimens. 

Since coin:- remain in tbr houses of men lot generations together, our excavations, like 
others, unearthed coins belonging to om particular age from the strata assignable to 
different periods. The punch-marked coins, .Heritable to the Manryan and the pre-Maury an 
times but not earlier than 600 B. C„ were found freer Period. U, 1 n and V; no doubt most 
semens were picked up from their own level, i. e„ Period U. Same were the case* with our 
cast and Kv&y*. coins; others were negligible in number, *0 this question does not anse in 

thdr case. 

Our excavations revealed that tlv punch-marked a tld castcoins .though being Coeval, 
were not m circulation in equal freqULticy at least in Lbr rqrion 01 \ aifSli; tin: latter probably 
were five times more than the former. The other inference may be that even the copper 
punch-marked corns were greater in value than the cast ones; hen*, the need of the latter was 
considerably much ill common transactions. Besides, the cast corns were bated by many 
local dynasties even belonging to the post-Mauryon times; this may also have been the oatec 
of their occurrence in large numbers. 

It bbbuis strange that no Gupta coins, other in gold >t m silver * m copjxr, were 
discovered either from our excavations fir from earlier ones in om vicinity of VaailUl which 
was possibly one of the administrative headquarters of the Guptas. 1 k-es tbv almiict of the 
Guiito chains reflect the negligence of the Gupta officials in Iht regions o( os rktts it 

surest that the administrative bold of the Guptas over Vaiittll may have been weak ?•
